However, if he 
didn’t get it until I did, which is just before 10/1^67, I just canr.ot see how it 
could have been Included in his bo^k, especially because of the extra time in 



doing a hardbecked book, how it could h:-ve been included in the index, the SEPost 
package, when thst article was printed by the middle of November, with their six- 
weeks lag, etc. It may not be impossible but it is improbable. I take this as an 
indication of an official connection.

It 
was in early Summer. 7/bat he esys ebout t hvv A shot is the kind of thing Joe can 
really do things ’with if he has the time to understand it. One p. 171, b?low the 
middle, he says that it ’’lines up perfectly with a trajectory running through 
Connelly ay Z264-258. Thus, any kind of trajectory is ’’perfect”, for this one 
requires a sharp turn of not lass than 90 degrees! That shot feouged about about 
S inches of concrete to the east <t»*f the second lamr rost on the north side of 21m 
St! Ever hear of that- kind of trajectory, where a relatively low velocity bullet 
can be deflected more then 9C degrees after smashing through the chest and wri3t 
(end ev-in tbe CEo tests proved that i’8W of tts bullets had the pov/er to go through 
th9 incomplete mockups of the chest and wrist), and have the energy left to do 
this to concrete.
